PC objected to: Deddington Post Office - an 
application for change of use from retail to 
restaurant, because of parking, environmental 
and access problems, plus loss of village shop.

than the applicant and for a different use 
than currently exists - Prepared to relax the 
above conditions only in order to allow the 
existing premises to be marketed] PC 
reaffirmed the minute as correct. The 
recommendation applies only to Solar's 
premises as they are now. (Clir Todd 
declared interest.) 

Boulderdyke Fishing Lake, Clifton CDC 
rejected proposed angiers' car park because 
of its location. Residents would be subjected 
to noise/visual intrusion. PC thought fishing 
should stop until parking issue is resolved. 
SITE SEARCH IN DEDDINGTON 

There has been no official consultation with 
PC on proposals to develop the following 
sites in Deddington. 

1 North of Playing Field on Hempton Road. 
2 North of Mackley Close.

These proposals are not in the official 
Community Plan nor the Strategic Plan. [See 
Map, page 13. Copies are in the Post Office 
and Library.] CDC planners will be invited to 
a special meeting at the Windmill Centre on 
Wed 24 March. PC Planning Group will 
develop a set of questions to be put to CDC, 
for answer at the meeting. Parishioners with

concerns or opinions are invited to write to 
the Clerk at the Windmill Centre or to any 
Parish Councillor, and to attend the meeting. 
MILLENNIUM 

The public meeting in November 1998 was 
strongly in favour of developing the Town 
Hall, and wider consultations will now be put 
in hand. A questionnaire will be delivered to 
everyone on the current Electoral Roll. 
Results should be available at the PC 
meeting on 17 February. In the Cemetery 
Gates Design Competition, Joshua Dredge 
won the primary school section and Oliver 
Lee the adult section. Each will receive a £25 
book token. Mr Lee's design will be 
developed as a Millennium project. 
INVESTMENT OF PARISH FUNDS 
£583,118.83 total, of which £500,000 
Bradford & Bingley @ 6.4%: £75,000 
Treasury stock @ 5.1875% fixed: £6,594.73 
+ £592.98, both @ 3% on 14 days: £215.89

costs the parish £5,000.

Has there been any development in the Tolkien episode ? Did you find out what his past connection 
with the village had been ? And did he leave a volume as he promised, do you know ? If there's any 
new information I'd love to hear it. 


TIRUE TOLKIEN QUIESTION 
The answer to the Editor's question (D.N.December 1998), why J.R.R. Tolkien (of "Hobbit" 
fame) thought he would not be able to resume or continue his visits to Deddington, can 
probably be found in Humphrey Carpenter's biography of the great man. The simplest answer 
is that, having run a car for 10 years or so before 1939, the Tolkien family never had another 
car after the war. But, equally based on Carpenter, I suspect that the reasons for this self- 
denying ordinance lay in opinions where Tolkien's views overlapped in his life and his work. 
He was an environmentalist before the word had come into use, and when his biographer 
speaks of his not resuming motoring when he had seen what the car had done to the landscape, 
there are echoes of the Scouring of the Shire in the last volume of the "Lord of the Rings". 
Tolkien felt an almost mystical link with the countryside. He disapproved of mechanised 
agriculture, compared with traditional farming as he recalled it from an idealised childhood 
memory. His nostalgia was particularly strong for the part of the West Midlands which he 
regarded as the heart of his England, and he must have passed through Deddington many times 
when driving from North Oxford on his country tours. So, carless after the war, he would no 
longer have come here until the occasion of his opening the Branch Library. FRANK STEINER

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FIRE SERVICE 


FIRE CALLS : 1998 - during December 15 cails were received: 4 road traffic accidents, 
1 car fire, | rubbish fire, | fire in coffee cyclone at Kraft Jacob Suchard, 2 calls to a 
barn fire at Great Rollright, | chimney fire and 5 calls to stand by at other stations. 

This brought the total to 150 for the year. 

1999 - a slow start to the year with only 8 calls received: 2 road traffic accidents, | 
bedroom fire, 3 chimney fires, | call to flooding and | call to stand by at another station. 
TRAINING : Phil and Val Beater have both passed a one week's basic training course run 
by the Brigade Training team at the Slade Fire Station, Oxford. Phil and Val joined us 
as soon as they moved into the area a few months ago. They have become very much 
part of the team, well liked (and cheeky with it). It's a pleasure having them with us. 
CREWING NEWS : During 1998 crewing levels improved greatly and we managed to turn 
out most of the time but things are not looking so good for the immediate future. 
Because Solar Design are moving their workshop to Chipping Norton, Andrew Hayward 
will no longer be available in the daytime. Anne Waters is expecting a baby in late July 
and is on light duties only. Readers may be aware that both Andy and Anne are leading 
firefighters and are at present the only drivers available in the daytime, which means 
that Martin Freeman and Rachel Lewis must get through driving tests as quickly as pos- 
sible. Even when they have passed their tests they then have to drive [50 miles on 
training nights or back from fires before having to do a two-day rapid response course. 
Only after passing this course are they allowed to drive on call-outs. This in turn means 
that although at times there will be 4 personnel available in the daytime (depending 
what shift Phil and Val are on) there will be no one qualified to drive. We have one 
new recruit, Jeremy Boulduc, who will be giving cover at nights and weekends once he 
passes his initial training. We are desperate for day cover. Perhaps there are people 
who only work in Deddington but live elsewhere, whose employers would release them 
during working hours? Or are there some housewives who could give us day cover? 

We have 3 girls on Station already who thoroughly enjoy what they are doing. It is 
down to everyone out there. How much do you value having a Fire Station on your 
doorstep ready to help save your property or family, instead of having to wait up to 20 
minutes for an appliance to come from elsewhere? I cannot believe that in Deddington, 
Hempton or Clifton there is nobody suitable or available. ALBERT HUMPHRIES 338943

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for January and part of February 1849: 

Ist JANUARY - A fine day tho' dull and raw cold — the commencement of the new year! May 
a gracious providence vouchsafe that | may spend the same more profitably than | have done 
in the past year! And may He biess and prosper my dearest wife and children! { went to 
Oxford to attend the Sessions at which there were 50 prisoners for trial. Stayed at The Mitre. 
Sth JANUARY - Finch and others were busied in filling the Ice House. (The Ice House is stil/ 
in the grounds of Deddington Manor) 

15th JANUARY - A poacher found at Great Tew with three live pheasants and 20 snares. Col. 
Bowles and | convicted him, £2 penalty and 50/-d. costs or 6 weeks hard labour. He could 
not pay and was committed. 

27th JANUARY - Our dear Johnny's birthday. He completed his 14th year. 

Ist FEBRUARY - Went to Oxford and voted for Mr. Hester as one of the Surgeons to be 
appointed at the Infirmary. 

2nd FEBRUARY ~ Our dear boys, Willy and Johnny, left for Marlborough by Viggers coach, 
they left in tolerable spirits - we were very dull the whole day. We did not dine till 4 o'clock 
~ the boys not rising so early as usual from being up till nearly 6 o'clock on their return from 
Mr. Dormer's Ball, which passed off very pleasantly and agreeably. 

5th FEBRUARY - Our dearest Holford left us again for Cheshunt, let us hope for the last 
time. We were in the dumps accordingly. We dined at 2 o'clock, just as we had finished 
dinner an explosion of gun powder took place in the Saddle Room, owing to the boy Richard 
Finch having got hold most improperly of a canister nearly full deposited there in a safe place 
- during the absence of Thomas the groom whilst exercising the horses. How it happened we 
know not - except that as he was playing with it near the stove which was burning it ignited 
- and lacerated his thumb very seriously - though we hope not dangerously - set fire to his 
clothes which were obliged to be cut off his body - and blew the windows of the Saddle 
Room clear out. Luckily the door was wide open - the explosion therefore was deprived 
materially of its destructive properties - and his life was in all probability thus saved. Mr. 
Turner's assistant was in immediate attendance on him at his father's whither he was removed 
within a few minutes after the accident, who considered he had had a most providential 
escape. The bell tolled for poor old Ben Cowley, the sawyer, in his 88th year.

POLICE NEWS 


Reported crimes within the parish for 1998 have remained static with 70 crimes being 
recorded. Thefts of and from motor vehicles remain high with 28 vehicles attacked over the 
year. 7 houses suffered a burglary and 7 other premises were also attacked. This included 
commercial premises and garden sheds. There were again 9 reports of criminal damage and 
vandalism committed over the year. Most occurred at the Windmill Centre and were caused 
by children. There were 4 assaults in the village during 1998 as compared with none the 
previous year. However - do not be alarmed as they were committed by young men on young 
men. So it is still safe to walk around the Parish. without fear. 

Clifton reported 5 crimes and Hempton 4, all thefts of. or from motor vehicles. ! would like to 
see a decrease in recorded crime during 1999 and | need your help to achieve this. All | ask 
you to do is to make sure your house doors and windows are kept locked; that you secure 
your garages and garden sheds and your motor vehicles; that you do not leave personal 
belongings on view in your car. 

An example of how the criminal works is as follows: in April 1998, 3 persons booked into one 
of the hotels in the Market Place for two nights. Then, on both nights, they left the hotel in 
the early hours. Their goal was to steal from motor cars. Over the two nights they attacked 
9 vehicles in the Market Place and Hudson Street. They were arrested 2 days later doing the 
same thing in Banbury. They had also spent a night in Bicester. In total they had broken 
into over 20 vehicles in 5 nights.

She promises to keep in touch but we'll miss her frequent visits and 
willingness to consider all our likely and unlikely ideas. She is being replaced by Woodland Officer Ian 
Gray (01223-263209). Jill brought Ian over recently to be introduced to Daeda’s Wood and happily he 
shares her enthusiasm. Both raised a couple of important points. Firstly it was noticed that an 
undesirable well worn track is being created along the Swere. It is particularly hoped that the north-west 
area (i.e. from the lower seat to the west boundary) should be left as undisturbed as possible in order to 
encourage the development of natural habitat and attendant wildlife. This includes the river and its 
vegetation which provide habitat for rare damselflies. It would be tragic to lose these through lack of 
care on our part, so we appeal to all walkers (and dogs especially!). Secondly, would motorists kindly 
note that the space nearest the main gate is intended to give easy access for anyone with a disability and 
should be left clear. It would also be appreciated if more care were taken in parking and manoeuvring to 
avoid perpetuating the quagmire that has been created.

ON THE FARM wy 
The New Year started the same as the old year finished: mild, alk He oy 
wet, muddy and dismal. The ground has been too wet to start —/is#huitul MS 
all but a few of the planned winter jobs. We have a lot of ditching and willow pollarding 
to do but as yet the JCB has not moved out of the yard and now refuses to start. 
Perhaps the old lady needs a bit of TLC or a large hammer! 
Despite the very wet autumn and difficult drilling time the crops look quite well. The 
winter beans were planted in late November and are only now just starting to show, so 
we shail just have to wait and see if they will be any good. The spring beans should be 
planted by mid-February but the ground is still too wet to plough so a radical rethink on 
them may have to be undertaken. 
The ewes came in some 3 weeks early due to the weather and ground conditions. It got 
SO wet that even the quad bike got bogged down just getting the feed down to them. 
The ewes should start to lamb at the start of March, some |4 days later than last year. 
After last year's flood | hope it will be dry enough for them to go back out by then. 
Again this year with the mild weather the Queen bees have started to lay and many 
have now got broods. This is some 4 weeks earlier than the normal and so to avoid the 
problems we had last year | am giving them extra feed in the hope that | can keep them 
going until there is sufficient natural food for them. 
January is always a dismal time of the year. It's a bit of a job to get going again after 
Christmas and the New Year. ‘Another year older and deeper in debt' as the song goes. 
This January was rather sad for me when | lost my old house cow. | bought her as a 
heifer almost 23 years ago and milked her by hand for the house, but over the last few 
weeks life got very difficult for her and | could see she was not going to recover. {| did 
not want her to suffer any longer so | made the very difficult decision to have her put 
down. A few days later | told a doctor friend what had happened. His comment was 
that at least | was able to help an old friend out of her suffering but he was not allowed 
to.

GARDENING NOTES 


Well, it isn't exactly a flower garden at the time of writing, though 
the bloom count looks guite impressive on paper. We have Snowdrops 
(not drifts but four flowers), a few Primroses, Jasmine, Viburnam, Mahonia and a few 
yellow climbing roses. The bulbs are poking through the ground. Another few weeks and 
we'll be there. So it's time for inspecting the tools and sorting out. | have a senti- 
mental attachment for bottles of spray, long since gone off the boil, and for old seed 
packets: the sort of seeds that are given away with Gardening Magazines and which | 
really never wanted or intended to use in the first place. { might just throw them out. 
The mice have found a half-used pack of lawn seed and scattered the seeds inside a 
garage cupboard so out with that lot. In the tools department, | shall send my secateurs 
to Felco again. They now charge £6.95 for putting in a new blade and servicing. 
Probably worth it as a new pair costs over £30. (I have their address and particulars). 
We have emptied the compost bin and spread the contents over the beds before the 
bulbs come up too far. Before the end of the month | shail pick some branches of 
Forsythia and American currant and force them in a warm room. They are always such 
a joy and we can pretend that Spring is here. MARIANNE ELSLEY 


‘a sentimental passion of a vegetable fashion... for a bashful young potato’ (W.S. Gilbert) 
Potatoes are still, | think, a basic vegetable. Despite various suggested slimming diets 
they can supply an important part of the required fibre in our daily eating. Now is the 
time to buy the early potatoes which when planted can give us those delicious flavoured 
'new' potatoes cooked with a couple of sprigs of fresh mint. There are various ‘earlies', 
but Maris Bard and Ulster Sceptre are the earliest. Potatoes should be about the size of 
a small hen's egg, set out in wooden trays in a light room. Shoots will appear in 5-6 
weeks. Plant about 5" deep in a trench, 12" apart and 24" between rows. Shoots 
should be covered if there is danger of frost. Earth up when haulm is about 8" high. 
Wait until flowers are fully open and then carefully dig around tubers. If potatoes are of 
similar size to the 'seed' then you can enjoy your first new potatoes of the year. How 


about a few more allotmenteers joining us and enjoying their own-grown new potatoes?
